Machine To Cut. And 
Load Coal — 
TESTS IN ENGLAND 


: Wigan. 
A mechanical coalcutter and 
experts, may revolutionise -the 
coalmining industry, has been 
iperfected after nine months of 
secret tests in the Wigan coal- 
field. 


The new machine not only cuts 
the coal, but loads it for convey- 
ance to the haulage, and enables 
six men to carry out the work 
formerly done by 100 experien- 
eed colliers. 


A ‘ollier can shovel from 8 to 
15 tons a day, but the cutter- 
loader can load two tons a min- 
ute. Tests carried out before 
prominent mining . -experts leave 
no doubt, it .is claimed, of its ef- 
ficiency, and the effect of its in- 
troduction will be that colliers as 
we know them to-day will be-re- 
placed by semi-skilled engineers. 


For some time a machine has 
actually cut coal at the face, and 
the infroduction of belt convey- 
ors. marked a further step in the 
meéchanisation of. coal-getting. 
Now the process of loading the 
loose coal can also be carried out 
mechanically. 


“The new machine travels along 
the fave, cutting: the coal which 
is blown down by explosives. The 
machine then returns, loading 
the loose coal as it: comes, thus 
replacing the miner's shovel as 
well as his pick. It can be :work- 
ed by seme or compressed 

air.
